The Dreadful Fate Awalting a Texas 
Monster. 


GAINESVILLE, Tex., April 16.—People in this 
city were just recovering from the excite- 
ment over the quadruple assassination of the 
Murrell family and P. J. Meeks by Jack 
Orews, when again last night they were 
thrown in a fever of terror and 5600 men are

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16,—Like a man 
who had lost something and did not know 
just where to look for it, Col. W. C. F. 
Breckinridge appeared at the Capitol to- 
day, the first time since the beginning of the 
Pollard-Breckinridge breach of promise. 
trial. The suave Kentuckian had lost none 
ot his urbanity, but his pink and white com- 
plexien, which on the platform oft took ona 
ruddy hue, had given place to a face pale as 
marble, 

The Kentucky Congressman reached the 
Capitol about 10:46 and walked through the 
corridors as if be was in a great hurry. He 
made his way tothe Speaker’s room. Dur- 
ing the passage to this room he met several 
Kentucky Congressmen, who stopped to 
speak with him, but they did not linger long. 
The only member outside of the Kentucky 
delegation to speak to him was Representa- 
sentative Nicholas Cox of Tennessee. 

When Breckinridge opened the door to the 
Speaker’s roomand saw Mr. Crisp inside, 
the Kentuckian, in his choicest silvery tones, 
re marked: Ah, Mr. Speaker, I just come to 
pay my respects.’’ 

The Speaker seemed 
greeting was not extremely cordial, 
although he invited the Colonel in and 
Breckinridge remained about five minutes. 
He seemed uncomfortable, and as 
if he did pot know whereto go. He saun- 
tered out Into the Democratic cloak-room and 
here he met a number of members who spoke 
to him, but dia not linger long in is pres.

Three or four well-known 
meninthe immediate neighborhood of his 
seat leaned overand shook his hand. He 
wore a smile, but was evidently ill at ease 
under the ordeal. There was little about him 
of the composure and nonchalance 80 
characteristic of his earlier Congressional 
days. 

Before he had been in his seat two minutes 
he shifted nervously and then arose and left 
the chamber. The House soon after took a 
recess. :

A Boycott on the Unemployed Army in 
California. * 


Corrox, Cal., April 16.—The second Los 
Angeles regiment of the unemployed is meet 
ing with anything but encouragement in San 
Bernardino. First, the Fire Department was 
called out, and the commanders were 


drenched with cold water and driven from 
the freight train they had captured. Then 
the army was placed under guard by fifty 
Deputy Sheriffs, armed with shotguns, and 
its leaders were thrown into the County Jail. 
Then a boycott was declared on the army. 
The command raiseda fund of $7 and pur- 
chased breau, butthe baker who sold it was 
waited on by the Citizens’ Committee of 
Safety and made to promise that he would 
sell no more supplies to the army or its lead - 
ers. 

The merchants here have refused to sell to 
the army and many citizehs have agreed not 
to give any food or other supplies to the 
army. The Sheriff and his deputies promise 
to prevent the men from seizing a train and 
declare they must walk out. It Appears to 
be a case of freeze-out. Last night about 200 
of the Commonwealers marched ina body to 
the First Baptist Church, where Rev. Spur- 
geon Medhurst took upasmall collection for 
the army and preached a sermon expressing 
sympathy for the wanderers. At 10 o’clock 
last night the Committee of Safety waited on 
Rev. Medhurst to remonstrate, representing 
thatthe men are not peaceful citizens, but 
an organized mob of law-breakers. The 
preacher promised to give them Bo more as- 
sistance. The Commonwealers declare they 
will remain here until thelr leaders are re- 
leased. Trouble is feared.

MADE AN IMPORTANT AREEST. 


Search of the Room of George Wilson 
and Charles Brown Results in Some 
Interesting Discovertes—- 4 Lot of 
Mutilated Jewelry and Silverware 
Found—Police News in General. 


The two men, George Wilson and Charles 
Brown, who were arrested last night at Fif- 
teenth and Pine streets by Detectives Allen- 
der and Smith, are thought to be first-class 
thieves.

EXPIRES TO-DAY. 


The Time for Filthe Iron Hall Claims With 
Receiver Jones. 


Four thousand claims have been filed with 
Mr. Breckenridge Jones, receiver of the Iron 
Hall for Missouri. The time for filing expires 
to-day. Afew late comérs were permitted 
to-day by operation of the order of the ir- 
cuit Courtto pay assessment No. 178, if they 
had not paid, and to have a receipt for as- 
ssessments i179 and 180 or either of 
them. The funds representing the 


last two assessments, which by decision 
of the Circuit Court the receiver had no 
right to levy, are not counted in the general 
assets of the bankr upt concern, but must be 
returned to the members. 

There were about fifty branches of the Iron 
Hall in Missouri at the time its insolvency 
became Known to its members, and the rolls 
of those branches as far as returned, in- 
dicate a membership of about 5,000. 
Those Who have not filed are for 
the most part persons who had paid in so 
little at the time the order falied that they 
felt it was not worth their while to press 
their claims. The utmost that any one per- 
son could have paid in, under the order’s 
guarantee not to levy more than elghteen 
assessments per annum, was about $350. 
These persons would, if the order 
were soivent, be entitled to 
$1,000; but under the circumstances 
they will be glad ifthey get back 40. percent 
of their actual payments. 

Mr. Jones has forwarded to Receiver Fal- 
ley at Indianapolis about $35,000 of the $44,000 
placed in his hands by the branches of Mis- 
souri, and by order of Judge Klein retains 
about $7,500 to offset the proceeds of assess- 
ments 179 and 180, forwarded to 
Indianapolis by the members, and 
to pay necessary expenses of 
Missouri receivership. Those who 
were in good standingin the order prior to 
July 29, 1892, who paid assessment No. 177 
prior to August 24, 1892, and who have to-day 
or prior to to-day paid assessment No. 178 
and can produce their membership certifi- 
cates and receipt for last payments, are en- 
titled to have their claims considered by the 
receiver; but those who have not to-day met 
all these conditions are barred from all bene- 
fits under the recetvership.

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AN INTOLERABLE SITUATION. 


The situation in the matter of St. Louis 
train service was well summed up by one 
of the gentlemen interviewed in yester- 
day’s SuNDAY Post-DispatcH when he 
said: What is to be decided 
now is whether St. Louis is to 
continue to be a way station between Kan- 
sas City and Chicago or whether her com- 
merce is sufficient to entitle her com- 
mercial classes to some consideration on 
their own account. 

It is a fact patent to anyone who has 
given the subject intelligent attention 
that St. Louis is at present treated 
‘as a way station by railroads largely 
dependent upon this city for profitable 
business. The train schedules are ar- 
ranged wholly with a view to the 
convenience of through business. 
The time cards are made up 
solely to fit connections between out- 
going and incoming trains on the various 
roads and without regard to the con- 
venience or the needs of St. Louis. 
Within two hours in the morn- 
ing and evening every train not 
strictly local arrives or departs. 
Travelers have no time to do more than 
take a hasty meal unless they are willing 
to spend a whole day or a night and a day 
in the city. 

The reason that St. Louls is given this 
shabby treatment is because the people of 
St. Louis have submitted to it. They have 
not made the proper effort to obtain im- 
provement in the service. They have per- 
mitted the interests of the city to be sacri- 
ficed in defaglt of vigorous effort to protect 
them. 

Railroad officials freely admit the wrong 
that has been done St. Louis in this mat- 
ter. The business men of the city realize 
the disadvantage put upon St. Louis 
and their commercial interests. With the 
facts at hand and with the sentiment pre- 
vailing among the railroad ana business 
men, therecan be no doubt that the right 
kind of work will bring success to the 
better train service movement. 

The rights of St, Louisans and the mu- 
tual interests of both the railroads and the 
city combine in urging the putting on of 
atternoon trains.

POPULAR PREJUDICE. 


Mr. Depew seems to think that there isa 
popular prejudice against railroad men 
just now, and that it would be unwise for 
either party to nominate him or any other 
of the profession for the presidency, al- 
though he adds that the prejudice is dying 
out. 

This isa mistake. There is no prejudice 
against railroad men. Personally they 
are for the most part good men, andif 
they are not always useful citizens it is be- 
cause they represent certain financial 
methods and legal practices which work 
harm to the community. The railroad 
company is the greatest of all chartered 
corporations and we know by sad experi- 
ence that the corporation called 
into being to serve a useful, 
perhaps necessary purpose, has 
gradually grown corrupt and unmanage- 
able. Forthis the people of the country 
are primarily to blame. In their eager- 
ness for improvements they have thrown 
away prudence and neglected every pro- 
caution against abuses which a wise fore- 
sight would have prescribed. Hxtended 
privileges have been granted to every ap- 
plicant, and the few cautious citizens who 
foresaw the evils which have ensued were 
frowned upon as unenterprising and cap- 
tious opponents of progress. 

We are now paying for our own mis- 
takes. The privileges granted have been 
valuable beyond the dreams of avarice and 
the men who have possession of them are 
naturally opposed to their abridgement 
and eager to enlarge the opportunities 
granted. They have been tempted to 
subordinate patriotism to theif own per- 
sonal aggrandizement and enrichment. 
That they have yielded simply goes to 
show that all human creatures are essen- 
tially selfish and will make the best of the 
opportunities which come in their way 
without inquiring too curiously concern- 
ing the consequences to others.

The announcement that W. C. P. 
Breckinridge is dete@pined to seek 
re-election to Congress intensifies the 
impression created by the trial 
that the Kentucky Congressman 
is without genuine friends of sound judg- 
ment, or that he is himself wholly devoid 
of common sense and moral perception. 

The verdict in the Pollard-Breckinridge 
rease is not merely a reparation for wrong, 
but under ‘the circumstances of the 
trial carries with it the stigma of 
dishonorable libertinism and perjury. It 
brands Breckinridge with dishonor. Itis 
manifest that this verdictis indorsed by 
the great mass of the people as just. The 
most superficial observer must be con- 
vinced of this. 

In appealing to the people of the famous 
Ashland District to return him to Congress 
Col. Breckinridge does not make a tair 
appeal to charity. He does not come to 
them as a suppliant for gracious pity. He 
demands vindication at their hands. He 
demands, not merely that they condone 
his sins, but that they shall hold him up 
to the world as their representative man 
and force others to accept him as an 
associate in public business and as a repre- 
sentative of Kentucky honor and American 
statesmanship.

Dr. Fleming Oriticises Church People—S8t. 
Joseph’s Anniversary. 


The Sins of the Oity’’ was the subject ofa 
discourse delivered by Rev. Robert I. Flem- 
ing atthe Lindell Avenue M. E. Church yes- 
terday afternoon, He thought the churches 
were more derelict in arousing public senti - 
ment against the immoralities of the day 
than the city officials were in enforcing the 


laws. He said St. Louis had 800 churches, 
chapels and missions, with a seating capacity 
of 225,000 persons, so that if everybody 
wanted to go to church on Sunday, there 
would not be room enough 875,000 seats.

Dr. Fleming thought it 
was about time a law and order league was 
being formed to battle against the tide of 
vice that is sweeping overthe city. He also 
said that the wealthy church memDers made 
no effort to get working people into the 
church and that the hand extended the toll 
ers was kid-gloved.

Sweeping Changes Advocated in a New

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Probably no other 
measure except the tariff will be longer de- 
bated during the present sessionthan the 
bill now pending to recognize the accounting 
system in the Treasury Department.

lars, recently agreed on by a sub-committee 
of the House Committee on Patents, has been 
printed. The expectation is now that it will 


be laid before the full committee at its next 
meeting and speedy action is hoped for by 
the friends of the bill, The measure con- 
tains provisions for the protection of the in- 
nocent purchasers of patents and limits to 
one year the time within which applications 
for patgnts on articles already patented 
abroad Must be made in this country. The 
section for the protection of innocent pur- 
chasers of patents provides that whenever a 
patent is alleged to be infringed the patentee 
shall seek his remedy by bringing suit, in the 
first instance against the manufacturer or 
vender ofthe articie alleged to iafringe sald 
patent. 

It is provided that in no case shall an 
action be maintained againstany individual 
who shall have purchased, in good faith, a 
patented article ofa regular dealer in the 
open market for his owg use, or who shall 
innocently use the sa for agricultural or 
domestic purposes, unt® after such patent 
has been sustained by aecree ofa court of 
competent jurisdiction, Mor unless such in- 
nocent purchaser shali fallor refuse to give 
to the patentee or his representative at his 
request the nameand residence, if known to 
such purchaser, ofthe party from whom he 
purchased such patented article. When any 
maintained against such innocent 
purchaser or user of patented article, the 
plaintiff’s remedy shall be limited to an in- 
junction and the plaintiff shall pay all costs. 

This exemption from liability of an inno- 
cent purchaser or user of a patented article 
shall not apply toany corporation, firm or 
company, or to any person or toany pat- 
ented machine or process made or used by 
them for the manufacture of an article or 
product for sale. 

An important amendment carried by the 
olll reduces from two years to six months the 
time in which all applications for patents 
filed shall be completed and prepared for ex- 
amination or upon the fallure ofthe appli- 
cant to prosecute the same within six 
months after any action thereon, of which 
notice shall have been given tothe appli- 
cant, they shall be regarded as abandoned 
by the parties thereto, unless the delay was 
unavoldable. The bill provides damages 
for infringement and, in addition thereto 
the total profit of the defendant derived 
from the unlawful use of the patented inven- 
tion. In such case when the verdict is 
for the plaintiff the court may order judg- 
ment to be entered for any sum not exceed- 
ing $250 without regard to the amount of the 
verdict. The plaintif® shall also de entitled 
to recover costs. This provision shall not 
apply to — action brought against the in- 
nocent purchaser of a patented article.

An Expedition Leaves Colorado to Make 
a Journey Overland to Patagonia. 

DuRAaNGO, Colo., April 17.—This morning 
one of the most remarkable expeditions ever 
outfitted in this country started out on a trip 
which is expected to consume four entire 
years. Ihe party is headed by Col. E. J. 
Johnson. With his followers he will under- 
take to make the trip overland from Colo- 
rado to Patagonia, atthe southern extremity 


of South America. 

Johnson has been engaged in preparations 
here for over two weeks. His party will go 
directly south, traversing Western New Mex- 
ico, and onto the City of Mexico. Thence 
they go through Cemtral America, ColombDia, 
Peru, Venezuela, Paraguay, Uraguay and 
Brazil, touching at the principal points in 
those countries that lie in the most feasible 
route. As the trip is largely one of expilora- 
tion and portions of the country are practi. 
cally terra incognita, no exact itinerary can 
be mapped out. 

Col. Johnson’s party consists of Col. C. H. 
Hamilton, late of the British army, and a 
correspondent for several English news- 
papers; H. P. Griswold of Durango, who goes 
with the party as mineralogist and civil 
engineer, and John Sanders, late of Magda- 
lena, N. M., Who is an experienced Spanish 
scholar and frontiersman. 

The chief object of the present expedition 
is to give an accurate description of the 
country through which de travels, its topog- 
raphy, geography, and traditions. Col. 
Johnson will have Dr. C. H. Millspaugh, a 
well known botanist, join him at the City of 
Mexico. Thestudy of this branch of itself 
willbe of great interest, since Brazil alone 
had on exhibition at the World’s Fair nearly 
800 different kinds of wood. When the number 
of orchids and other rare forms of vegeta- 
tion found there is considered it will be seen 
that the botanical part of the expedition will 
not be the least interesting. 

Col. Johnson’s outfit from here is very 
complete and seems to provide for every pos- 
sible contingency on the way. 

Though a portion of the country is canni- 
balisticthe party bope to be so toughened 
and trained down by the hardships of the 
trip they will be undesirable additions to the 
Patagonian bill of fare. 

The outfit that left here to-day isa two- 
horse wagon, especially arranged for camp- 
lug. and the party expectstostick to the 
wagon as long as possible, and when neces- 
sity requires they will use horsesand pack 
animals. There was guite a crowd gathered 
to see them off, anda hearty cheer went up 
as the wagon started down Main street 
towards Farmington, N. M.

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LULL IN SPECULATION, 


Some ofthe Causes of the Present Duil- 
mess in Wall Street. 

New Tonk, Abril 16.—During the past week 
Wall Street has lapsed into a state of com- 
parative dullness. In the absence of any 
important outside support and with a lull in 
transactions with Lon jon, the pools have 
temporarily retired from active participa- 
tion in the market and seem to be waiting 
for something to turn up calculated to excite 
new interest. 

The causes of this lullin speculative oper- 


ations lie plainly on the surface. The most 
obvious one is that the gross earnings of the 
railroads continue below those of a year ago; 
besides, comparisons will soon have to De 
made with last year’s gains from the World's 
Fairtrafic. Anothercauseof the quiet on 
the Exchange lies in the uncertainty as to 
crop prospects. It is trug the bureau's April 
report of the condition of wheat and rye is 
very favorable, showing a material percent- 
age of improvement over the estimates of a 
year ago; but the great storm of this week, 
covering nearly the whole wheat area, has 
affected prospects to an extent which cannot 
yet be estimated; and, wuatil that factor is 
more definitely measured, there will be an 
element of suspense in business affairs. 

The bank note caucus of Tuesday last has 
scarcely caused a ripple in financial circles. 
In declaring for the unconditional repeal of 
the 10 per cent tax on state bank circulation, 
it went beyond what even the present way- 
ward Congress is likely to grant. An oppor- 
tunity for the factioas therein represented 
accepting repeal coupled with conditions of 
control that would — 8 guarantee the 
notes of those banks will be presented to 
them. If that should be accepted, an im- 
portant gain in the reconstruction of our 
currency system might be accomplished; if 
those conditions are rejected the currency 
system is likely toremainin its present in- 
flexible state. The probability, however, is 
that no such improvement will be found pos- 
sible until the elections have assigned to 
ag — and sectionjlism their proper place 

n national legislation. 

There is some tendency towards a renewal 
of the exports of gol The state of interna- 
tional balances, however, is not likely to ad- 
mit of any important movement of that 
character; and, shold the outflow prove 
larger than is anticipated. it could have no 
adverse effect upon oir * over -glutted 
money market, whib by making money 
cheaper abroad it would tend to createa 
London demand for oir securities.
